Peter Stoffer says the deci¬ 
sion to grant a two-weelc ex¬ 
tension to companies 
competing for lucrative 
shipbuilding contracts calls 
into question the bidding 
process’ apparently apoliti¬ 
cal nature. 

The MP for Sackville- 
Eastem Shore is skeptical

— an announcement made 
late last Thursday that 
yards will have until July 21 


to submit their bids. 

“The government really 
assured eveiyone that July 7 
would be the end date, and 
that would be it,” Stoffer 
said yesterday. “(Minister of 
Public Works) Rona Am¬ 
brose said lobbyists should 
get lost ... there’s an inde¬ 
pendent, impartial panel 
that will make this decision 
based on sound economics 
and the best business plan. 

“And so why extend (the 
deadline) for two weeks? 
Who lobbied who to get 
that extension?” 

An independent board 
— complete with its own 
fairness monitor — has 


been put together to evalu¬ 
ate the bids in effort to 
keep the process politics- 
free. It was that board that 
granted the two-weelc ex¬ 
tension at the behest of two 
competing yards. 

Which yards asked for 
the extension was not 
disclosed. 

When asked if entering 
the debate, as a longtime 
Nova Scotia MP, brought 
politics into the process, 
Stoffer noted he’s been the 
NDP’s shipbuilding critic 
for more than a decade. 

“We’ve been at this file 
for a long, long time,” he 
said.

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Court approves lawsuit 
over tar-pond pollution

A woman leading a case 
against the federal and 
provincial governments 
over Cape Breton’s notori¬ 
ous tar ponds says her sev¬ 
en-year fight to have it 
approved as a class-action 
lawsuit has finally paid off. 

Anne Ross praised a deci¬ 
sion by a Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court judge yes¬ 
terday that gives the green 
light to a legal action in¬ 
volving decades of contami¬ 
nants spewed from the 
former Sydney Steel Corp. 
plant. 

“It’s wonderful,” she said 
from Sydney, where she has 
lived in the same home for 


51 years. “I’m ecstatic over 
it. It took a long time — sev¬ 
en years — but it’s well 
worth the wait.” 

Ross, who launched the 
case with three other life¬ 
long residents from the 
area, is seeking compensa¬ 
tion for property damage, 
exposure to industrial tox¬ 
ins and funds to establish a 
medical-monitoring pro¬ 
gram. 

Many of the people who 
have grown up around the 
heavily contaminated site 
are suing to have their 
properties cleaned up, their 
lawyers said. Justice John 
Murphy said the lawsuit 


will include two groups: 
current homeowners in 
Whitney Pier, Ashby and 
the north end of Sydney, as 
well as people who lived in 
the neighbourhoods for at 
least seven years between 
1967 and 2000, when the 
plant was in operation. 

The neighbourhoods 
border on the site of the 
steel plant, the former 
coke-ovens operations and 
the tar ponds — an estuaiy 
full of contaminated runoff 
and sludge from the ovens. 

Scott Ritchie, the plain¬ 
tiffs’ co-counsel, said the 
judge’s decision means peo¬ 
ple in the area can finally

A national lobby group 
for wind energy is 
applauding Nova Scotia’s 
energy regulator for set¬ 
ting a price that small 
community-operated 
wind farms will receive 
from the province’s utili¬ 
ty.

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Families trek for days to find food 


O Worst drought in 60 years 
threatens millions O Groups unite 
to raise funds for safe water, food 


Thousands of families are 
walking for days in search 
of food in a triangle of 
hunger where the borders 
of Ethiopia, Kenya and So¬ 
malia meet. 

Hundreds already have 
died in a widespread 
drought. 

Images of children with 
skinny, malnourished bod¬ 
ies are commonplace. 

A devastating lack of 
rain has reduced livestock, 
incomes and food supplies. 

Thirsty livestock are dy¬ 
ing by the thousands, and 
food prices have risen be¬ 
yond what many families 
can afford. 

Hawo Ibrahim said she 
and her seven children 
trekked for 15 days from 
a town in southern Soma¬ 
lia before reaching a 
refugee camp in northeast 
Kenya. 

“We have seen misery 
and hunger on our way,” 
said Ibrahim, 32, who said 
her husband went mad af¬ 
ter the family lost its live¬ 
stock to drought. 


Hunger triangle 


► The epicentre of the 
drought lies on the three- 
way border shared by 
Kenya, Ethiopia and Soma¬ 
lia, a nomadic region 
where families heavily 
depend on the health of 
their livestock. 

► Somalis desperate for food 
are overrunning the 
world’s largest refugee 
camp in neighbouring 
Kenya, which is seeing 
some 10,000 new arrivals 
each week — six times the 
average.

cent a year since 1998, 
compared with just one per 
cent for the overall bever¬ 
age sector. But BMO says 
the market share for Cana¬ 
dian wineries slipped to 
about one-third of the do¬ 
mestic market in 2010 in 
the face of intense pressure 
from imports. 

The appreciation of the 
loonie and constraints on 
red wine production in 
Canada have helped spur 
imports.

There are two types of 
people in this world: People 
who like summer, and me.

LOS ANGELES. It began as 
a bright white dot in Sat¬ 
urn’s northern 
hemisphere. Within 
days, the dot grew larger 
and stormier. 

Soon, the tempest en¬ 
veloped the ringed plan¬ 
et, triggering lightning 
flashes thousands of 
times more intense than 
on Earth. 

The international 
Cassini spacecraft and 
ground telescopes have 
been tracking the turbu¬ 
lence since last Decem¬ 
ber, visible from Earth 
as a type of storm 
known as a “Great 
White Spot.” 

“It’s still going like 
crazy,” said Cassini proj¬ 
ect scientist Linda Spillc- 
er of the NASA Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory. 

Such planet-wide 
weather disturbances 
are rare on Saturn, 
where the atmosphere is 
typically hazy and calm. 
Since 1876, astronomers 
have observed only five 
other megastorms on 
Saturn. 

At the height of the 
storm, Cassini detected 
10 lightning strikes per 
second. Scientists said 
the electrical activity 
emitted by the bursts 
were 10,000 times 
stronger than lightning 
on Earth.

number of influences as it 
continues to evolve.” 

Anderson will join his 
trio in the Jazzeast festival 
tent on Lower Water Street 
tomorrow at 8 p.m., per¬ 
forming their own arrange¬ 
ment of Igor Stravinsky’s 
Rite of Spring. 

Their selection doesn’t 
exactly sound like a jazz 
standard, however Ander¬ 
son likes the challenge of 


proving just how far jazz 
can go. 

“To play such a monu¬ 
mental piece in our own 
way, with just piano, bass, 
and drums, that alone will 
take it into new territory,” 
he said. 

“This music has power 
and can communicate to 
an audience, whatever 
their familiarity with jazz 
or classical music may be.”

In the first decade of his 
career Kevin Spacey made 
20-plus movies and ap¬ 
peared in dozens of TV 
shows. In the process he 
took home two Academy 
Awards — Best Actor for 
American Beauty, Best 
Supporting for The Usual 
Suspects — and became 
one of the best known ac¬ 
tors in Hollywood. But 
these days he’s not as ubiq¬ 
uitous a presence on 
screen as he once was, and 
that’s by design. 

“I made a choice that I 
was going to focus on the¬ 
atre for 10 years,” he says 


on the line from his home 
in London, “because I had 
focused on film for nearly 
12 . 

“I got to a point where I 
thought. That went better 
than I could possibly have 
ever hoped. Now what? 
Am I going to spend the 
next 10 years chasing the 
same dream? I thought, A: 
I don’t need to top myself 
and B: I’d like to take all 
the incredible personal 
good fortune and attention 
that came to me and put it 
toward something that is¬ 
n’t about me. That is about 
putting myself back into 
something that has always 
been my first love.” 

To that end he took over 
one of England’s oldest 


theatres, the Old Vic, as 
artistic director in 2003, 
creating a company of ac¬ 
tors and educational pro¬ 
grams. It’s work that keeps 


him busy. 

“Let me tell you the 
honest truth. I don’t have 
time to make movies that 
often, so I’m not offered 


that many movies. Some¬ 
times I get the feeling 
from journalists that they 
think you sit around and 
decide which movies 


you’re going to do. I’ll let 
Tom Hanks do that one 
and George Clooney can 
do that one but I’m going 
to do this one. That’s not 
the way it works. There are 
only two reasons I do 
movies. One: because they 
offer it to me and two: am 
I available to do it. There’s 
no great design. Trust me, 
I’m not sitting around 
with a magic wand picking 
my parts like I have a deli 
in front of me of choice. 
That’s a myth. It’s a nice 
myth, but it isn’t true.” 

He took a break from 
the stage long enough to 
play one of the evil em¬ 
ployers in Horrible Bosses, 
a new comedy co-starring 
Jason Bateman and Jen¬ 
nifer Aniston. 

“I love all these actors,” 
he says, adding, “It’s great 
fun to pretend to be a hor¬ 
rible person for a couple of 
weeks.”

football championship in 
Graz, Austria, starting Sat¬ 
urday.
